Consequently, 
U. S. 
military 
lesders are basing their strategical 
plans on the premise that if Russia 
moves militarily, she will do so on 
land. This could include attacks or 
military expansion in Western Eu- 
rope, Scandinavia, the Middle East 
and the Far East. 


This estimate of Russia's mili- 
tary limitations has led th« joint 
chiefs of staff to decide against
